FCC chief aims to 
end net neutrality 


Service providers would 
get to block content, 
auction faster delivery

WASHINGTON — Federal 
officials took aim at a signa- 
ture Obama-era regulation 
Tuesday, unveiling a plan that 


would give internet providers 

road powers to determine 
what websites and online ser- 
vices their customers see and 
use. 

Under the proposal by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, companies that 
provide high-speed internet 
service, such as Comcast, Veri- 


zon and AT&T, would be able 
to block web content they do 
not like and auction off speed- 
jier delivery of content to the 
highest bidder. 

The move is one of the 
more significant deregulatory 
efforts by Republicans since

Housing plan 
set for remodel 


It’s not first time, but 
leaders try again for 
night data and tools

When Raquel Favela be- 
gan her job over the sum- 
mer as Dallas City Hall’s 
chief of economic develop- 
ment and neighborhood 
services, she was told the 
city already had a compre- 
hensive housing policy. 

But it didn’t. Not really, 
anyway. What Favela re- 
ceived, she believes, were 
“some policy statements 
from which we were to 
start working on a policy.” 

Once she learned more, 
she said she found “a dis- 
connect from the policy 
statements and these pro- 
grams and the realities 
on the ground.” In other 


words, too often, the city 
was trying to use cures that 
didn’t treat the diseases. 

Now, Dallas city lead- 
ers are preparing to take 
another shot at a compre- 
hensive housing policy. 
Favela is waiting to gather 
data and, after an overhaul 
of the housing department, 
has been re-evaluating pro- 
grams. 

And with other press- 
ing political and fiscal is- 
sues out of the picture for 
now — such as Confeder- 
ate monuments, the bond 
package, the budget, the 
Dallas Police and Fire Pen- 
sion System — City Coun- 
cil members are anxious to 
move forward on a housing 
policy. Five of them have 
asked the mayor to have the 
council vote on a deadline 
to get there.

Uber discloses 
16 data breach 


Hack in October 
affected 57 million 
customers, drivers

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Uber on Tuesday disclosed 
that it was the victim of a 
data breach in October 
2016 that affected 57 mil- 
lion of the ride-hailing ser- 
vice’s customers and driv- 
ers. 

So far, there’s no evi- 
dence that the stolen data 
has been misused, accord- 
ing to a blog post Tuesday 
by Uber’s recently hired 


CEO, Dara Khosrowshahi. 

Uber now says it had a 
legal obligation to report 
the hack to regulators and 
to drivers whose license 
numbers were taken. In- 
stead, the company paid 
the hackers $100,000 to 
delete the data and keep 
the breach quiet. 

The revelation marks the 
latest stain on Uber’s reputa- 
tion. 

The San Francisco 
company ousted Travis 
Kalanick as CEO in June 
after an internal investi- 
gation concluded he had
